The 
city was evidently named after one 
of the twelve kings called Barneses, 
followed each other in close .succes- 
sion in the Nineteenth and Twentieth 
Dynasties, B. C. 1325-1100.

All would be relatively easy for the 
treasury -were it not for the discon- 
certing'fact that to tax betting would 
legalle the practice, a step -which

placed on. horse races, but on football 
games and ;dog races.

fever pervades not alone the big 
clubs In London, but practically every 
factory in England I. Is even said 
that' in some factories intimidation is 
resorted to In order to get girls to 
bet, and their refusal so to do some- 
times makes their lives unbea-able. 
It Is argued that the licensing of 
bookmakers, the abolition of touts, 
and the adojpuon of the totalizer 
would- greatly curtail gambling and 
abolish many of the present abuses, 
and that a bill in the Commons along 
these lines --would be -well supported.
